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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. : the thin plated having a plurality of pattern regions on the 
upper and lower surface was not discussed in the specifications. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 , 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 
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4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1-3 and 5-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Johnson et al (US 5,746,493) in view of Funamoto (US 6,247,826). 

Regarding claim 1, Johnson et al ('493) discloses a light guide plate for a display 
having a thin plate 10, at least one light member 52, a plurality of first pattern regions 60 
formed on the upper surface of the thin plate and formed at predetermined areas of the 
upper surface and a second pattern regions 44 formed within the lower surface of the 
thin plate. 

Regarding claims 2 and 3, Johnson et al teaches that the light source can be a 
light emitting diode or any suitable light source (column 3, lines 12-15). 

Regarding claim 5, figure 4 of Johnson et al shows concave and convex 
contours. 

Regarding claim 6, figures 1-4 of Johnson et al how the pattern regions are 
include a first part adjacent the lighting member and second part formed remote the 
lighting member. 

Regarding claim 7, figure 1 of Johnson et al shows large small and large portions 
of the pattern region. 

Regarding claim 8, figure 5 of Johnson et al shows a cover 84 that align with the 
patterns. 

Regarding claim 9, Johnson et al shows in figure 5, that the display region of the 
cover 84 includes designs (numbers) with predetermined meanings. 
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Regarding claim 10, the cover of Johnson et al 84 is a key press disposed 
thereon and relative to the designs. 

Regarding claim 1 , Johnson et al does not disclose the light guide as being 2mm 
thick or less. 

Funamoto et al ('826) discloses a illumination device having a light guide with a 
thickness of 1 mm column 4, lines 34-38 and figure 12 shows how it can be used to 
illuminate a device having a plurality of key presses. 

Therefore it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to combine the light guide of Johnson et al with the thin 
light guide of 1 mm of Funamoto et al in order to provide a substantially uniform 
illumination to the key device as taught by Johnson et al (abstract).

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3 and 5-10 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
